Your Worship, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in presenting the Annual Report on the health of 
the Borough for the year 1968. 


The Registrar-General's mid-year estimate of population (2,160) 
showed an increase of 20 from the estimate which had been static for 
the previous three years, The number of livebirths (16) was the same 
as in 1967, but the rate per 1,000 population remains consistently 
below the national average. 39 deaths were recorded, 4 less than in 
1967, and all but 1 of these were in the higher age groups (55+ years). 


Very little infectious disease was notified during the year, and 
it is noteworthy that there were no cases of food poisoning reported. 


The main cause of death was through heart failure and related 
diseases, though death from cancer in its various manifestations 
followed it as a close second. 


Mr. G. Oakes, Public Health Inspector, has prepared that part of 
the Report dealing with the work of the Borough as a local sanitary 
authority, and I am grateful to him for this and for his help during 
1968. 

I express my thanks to you, Mr. Mayor, and to Members of the 


Council for the attention given to and interest taken in the work 
concerning various aspects of the health of the Borough.

I have the pleasure of presenting the Annual Report of the Sanitary 
Administration of the Borough and the work done during the year 1968. 


WATER SUPPLY 


A wholesome and sufficient supply of water for all domestic requirements 
has been maintained throughout the year. This service is provided by the East 
Anglian Water Company. 


RAINFALL 


The total rainfall during the year was 27.23 ins., an increase of 
1.64 ins. above the average rainfall of the last nine years. There were 190 
days without, and 1/75 days with some rain. September was the wettest month

SEWERAGE AND DRAINAGE 
The new sewage works in the early part of the year gave rise to complaints 


of offensive smells emanating therefrom. The chief cause of these was from 
the process of de-sludging. To alleviate this nuisance the digestive tanks and 


pumping station wells were covered and an ozonator installed. This proved very 
successful. 
No. of existing properties connected to the sewer - 1,231. 


All drains are examined before being covered, and smoke or water tests 
applied where applicable. 


HOUSE REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 


In spite of the heavy increase in the bulk of house refuse, the house 
refuse collection service operates quite satisfactorily, approximately 1,550 
tons being disposed of. During the height of the summer season, heavy demands 
are made on the service, and it is necessary to implement the normal collection 
with our tractor service. 


All refuse is tipped and kept under control at the tip situated near the 
Gasometer Works. 


SANITARY INSPECTIONS DURING 1968 (including dwelling houses) 


During the year 112 premises were visited, of which 69 were dwelling 
houses and 443 various other premises. 


In the course of these inspections 21 defects or nuisances were found, 
and 19 were abated. To secure the abatement of these defects and nuisances 
3 informal notices were served upon the owners or agents concerned, in addition 
to personal interviews by the Public Health Inspector.
